Mr. W. W. J. Ewins, however, the 
all-round athlete of South Africa, who 
holds this record, and is at present 
contemplating a walking tour round 
the entire coast of Great Britain, re- 
gards it very lightly. ‘Nature,’ 
said to an interviewer recently, ‘was 
very kind in providing me with a 
fine frame and a particularly healthy 
body. And being imbued with a spir- 
it of athleticism, what was more nat- 
ural than that I should have tried 
to excel in sport?” 

“But, then, Mr. Ewins, a great deal 
is due to your own training?” 

“That is quite true; but I seemed 
to take to athletics like a duck takes 
to water. I specialized to a certain 
extent in running and walking, but I 
was always very fond of a change, 
and that, I suppose, is why I develop- 
ed certain all-round skill.’ As a mat- 
ter of fact, I could not even remain 
true to athletics, for in my early days 
T became a jockey and won a good 
many races, not cue on the flat, but 
over the sticks, until increased weight 
made me give it up. 

“My most successful seasons in the 
athletic field? Well, it is difficult for 
me to say. I should think, however, 
that my best three years were in 
1897, 1898, and 1899. In the first year 
T was presented with a gold medal 
and a gold watch by the late Presi- 
dent Kruger for winning most events 
at an athletic gathering, while in 
12898 Lady Hutchinson presented me 
with a diamond medal. According 
to a little memo book I have, I find 
that I won seven open boxing and 
four wrestling compétitions, got three 
firsts in sculling races, and won three 
road cycling races. I finished up the 
year by breaking my ankle through 
giving exhibitions of high jumping on 
roller-skates. It was shortly after 
this that I gave up jockeying owing to 
increase of weight. 

“In 1899 I devoted myself entirely 
to athletics, and gave many boxing 


} and wrestling exhibitions, being pre- 


sented with a gold medal by Lord 
Milner, and then I met with another 
accident, being foolish enough to try 
and loop the loop on a bicycle, the 
result being two broken ribs and two 
smashed fingers.” 

At one time Mr. Ewins was cham- 
pion cyclist of South Africa, and con- 
siderable intérest was aroused when, 
in 1902, he started_.the National 


Bporting Club in Johannesburg. He 
himself entered all the pengtrel 
events; and it was about this time 


that he distinguished himself by win- 
ning a ferty-five mile race, and came 
in third in a sixty-four mile race. 


Mi. Bwius wac entered for tho ae. 
cond Marathon race of 1908. A fort- 
night previous to the race he waa 


unfortunately bitten on the leg by a 
dog. In spite of this, however, he 
was amongst those to finish the race, 
although not amongst the first ar- 


| rivals. 


Origin of Hobson's Choice.

In addition to his ordinary business 
he kent a stnble and Jet out horses 
to the students of university. He 
made it an unalterable rule, how- 
ever, that each animal should have 
an equal period of work and rest, and 
would never let one out of its turn. 
Consequently, instead of being allow- 
ed to select the steed they most fan- 
cied, his customers had to take the 
one that stood next to the door, If 
it did not meet with their approval 
they had to do without a ride. Hence, 
the proverbial expression, ‘‘Hobson’s 
choice,” used to signify a choice 
without an alternative.

On July 12th the negotiations were 
suspended because of his illness, and 
it was stated that he was insisting on 
being relieved of his duties as am- 
bassador to the Vatican. 

Madrid.—Ominous reports are re- 
ceived following the publication of the 
news that a rupture between the 
Spanish government and the Vatican 
appears imminent. At San Sebastian, 
Don Jaime, the pretender, has issued 
a manifesto, in which he says that he 
will lead the Carlists in the battle 
which he intimates pay be coming 
soon. It is expected that Premier 
Canalejas will ask King Alfonsu to 
set the stamp of his Maje.ty’s approv- 
al upon the course the premier has 
adopted. 

The Vatican has declared the nego- 
tiations looking to a revision of the 
concordat cannot be continued until 
the imperial decree permitting non- 
Catholic socicties to display the in- 
signia of pubtic worship has been 
withdrawn.

PARK FOR SOUTHERN ALBERTA 


Superintendent Howard Douglas Says 
Government Will Help Make 
Waterton Lake Attractive 


Calgary.—That Southern Alberta is 
to have the finest summer resort in 
Alberta and one of the finest in the 
west is the news brought to Calgary 
by Howard Douglas, superintendent 
of National Parks. f 

“We are planning extensive im- 
provements in all our parks this 
year,” said Mr. Douglas, “and in a 
short time the finest summer resort in 
Alberta will be established on the 
Waterton lakes park reserve, situated 
rignt near the American boundary 
line, south of Pincher Creek.’’ 

In describing the new resort Mr 
Douglas suid that one-half of the lake, 
which is seventeen miles long, is on 
the American side and that the 
Americans have been fixing up their 
shores for the last three years. 

“This year we intend to do a little 
fixing ourselves,” he said, ‘‘and al- 
ready the government have sent out 
surveyors who will locate a townsite 
near the lake. This body of water is 
one of the finest in tne west for 
canoeing, boating and fishing, and the 
site is admirably adapted for a sum- 
mer resort. As soon as the townsite 
is laid out, a branch of the Canadian 
Pacific will no doubt be built to 
Waterton, and this will ensure the 
success of the scheme.” 


Midnight Flyer to be Used for Mails 

Calgary.—The necessary authority 
has been granted by the postoffice de- 
partment for the utilizing of the mid- 
night flyer between Strathcona and 
‘Calgary for mail purposes, and a ser. 
vice on this train is to be started at 
once. 

This mail service wil] not interfere 
in any way with the service that is 
now established, but will give an ex- 
tra service three nights of each week. 
In addition to granting the above au- 
thority the postoffice department has 
given official notification ‘that as soon 
as the midnight fiver is made a daily 
train they will take immediate stene 
to make the mail service a nightly 
one.

A REVENUE OF 120 MILLIONS 


C. P. R. Revenue for Railway Alone 
Last Year Reaches Almost 
95 Millions 


Montreal.—Well over a_ hundred 
millions were the figures issued by 
Vice-Presilent I. G. Ogden of the C 
|P. R. in charge of finances, giving the 
jearnings for June, the last month of 
the financial year, and also gross fig- 
ures for the whole year since July 


In every direction records were 
broken and new high figures were set 
both in gross earnings, n t profits and 
working expenses, ulihough percent- 
age of expenses was less than previ- 
ously as compared to undertakings of 
the system. 

The gross earnings of the railway 
proper for 12 months were reported as 
$94,989,490, or nearer the hundred mil- 
lion mark than ever b fore. But the 
railway earnings are a long way from 
covering all the activities of the com. 
pany. It is estimated that the net 
earnings of the steainships and other 
services, with dividends and interest 
on securities, held, which last year 
amounted to $3,500,000, will be far in 
excess of that sum which is made up 
of earnings of steamship service. 

No statement of gross earnings of 
the steamship service is issued, but 
boats make a good deal b tter than 
ten per cent. profits. On this basis 
$30,000,000 could easily be added as 
gross earnings of steamship and other 
outside services, 
able total takings of the Canadian Pa. 
cific up to something like $120,000.000 
for the year. This is by far the great-- 
est year in the company’s history and 
one which few but the greatest trans. 
portation companies of the world 
could compare with,

‘Premier Asquith is Expected to Make 
| an Important Announcement in the 
Near Future—Latest and most Im- 
portant Step in Britain's Progres- 
sive Political Programme is Pleas- 
ing to All Concerned. 

| London.—Home kule for Ireland 
and Scotland as weli, and an imperial 
parliament with representatives from 
all of her eolonivs, is the latest and 
Inost important step in England's pro- 
gressive poliucal programme, wuien 
has held the worlu’s uttention during 
the past year.

It is known that .the confreres 
reached an agreement concerning the 
| veto power of the house of lords, 
| Which was the ciief reason for them 
getting together in committee, as it 
were, instead of precipitating discus- 
sion by throwing the matter directly 
jinto parliament, and that decision 
jcurtails the hereditary powers of the: 
;memb:ers of the hou-e of lords in the 
|yovernment of the people. 
| When the leading members of the 
| party met and began to discuss the 
affairs of the government, they went: 
| oeyond the matter of the house of 
lords veto, und the platform was 
agreed upon by the leaders of both 
parties in parliament, and is certain 
to_be carried out. 

It was decided, it is said, to place

The possession of the 
skin and skeleton, however, is now 
being contested by the government, 
and it is claimed that the permit was 
issued only on the understinding that 
the government was to retain the skin 
and skeleton, 

The government hes tak>n posses- 
sion of the skim which is thirteen feet 
in length and eight feet in girth. 
When the claim to the trophy is set- 
tled Mr. Radford will return to Fort 


Smith and intends to spend several 
years in the north gothering material 
to furnish the American Bison So- 


ciety with a formal report. After this 
he plans a trip to the Arctic to hunt

France Honors Hon. L. F. Brodeur
